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The  heath  of  Sam  Nang  Nhenj,  a 
Cambodian  man  who  was  beaten  in  Fall 
River  Aug.  14,  has  led  to  the  arrest  of 
only  one  suspect,  prompting  concern 
within  the  city’s  Cambodian  community 
that  others  possibly  involved  in  the  crime 
will  go  unpunished. 

Sam  Rim,  executive  director  of  the 
Cambodian  Community  of  Greater  Fall 
River,  said  "the  community  is  still 
watching.  Quite  a  few  people  beat  this 
guy,  but  only  one  was  arrested." 

While  Rim  says  the  Cambodian  com¬ 
munity  has  stepped  back  a  little  from  the 
incident,  they  remain  concerned  about 
the  matter,  hoping  the  police  will  make 
further  arrests.  "They  told  me  that  at 
least  two  more  are  going  to  be  arrested," 
he  said. 

Lt.  A1  Morissette  of  the  Fall  River 
Police  Department,  however,  said  that 
the  matter  is  "pretty  much  wrapped  up" 
and  that  he  wasn’t  expecting  further  ar¬ 
rests. 

Robert  L.  Goodale,  second  assistant 
attorney  general  for  Bristol  County,  said 
that  Harold  Latour  has  been  charged 
with  first  degree  murder,  assault  and 
battery-hate  crime,  and  assault  and  bat¬ 
tery  with  a  dangerous  weapon  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  death  of  Nhem.  The  cases 
involving  Latour,  who  pleaded  not  guil¬ 
ty  to  the  charges  at  a  probable  cause 
hearing  Sept.  29-30,  will  be  bound  over 
to  the  grand  jury  this  month,  according 
to  Goodale. 

Joseph  Barboza  and  a  juvenile  were 
charged  with  assault  and  battery- hate 
crime  and  assault  and  battery  against 
Sophy  Soeung,  a  companion  of  Nhem’s 
who  was  also  involved  in  the  incident. 
Latour  was  also  charged  with  assault 
and  battery  and  assault  and  battery-hate 
crime  against  Soeung. 

Barboza  and  the  juvenile  pleaded  not 
guilty  to  the  charges  and  their  cases  are 
pending.  Barboza  was  released  on  his 


own  recognizance  and  the  juvenile  is 
being  held  by  the  Department  of  Youth 
Services. 

"The  actual  punches  and  kicks  were 
thrown  by  one  person  as  far  as  we  can 
determine  right  now,"  said  Morissette, 
who  added  that  Latour  had  been  in 
prison  since  1989  and  has  a  lengthy 
record,  including  charges  of  assault  and 
battery  with  a  dangerous  weapon  and 
breaking  and  entering.  Another  official 
said  there  wasn’t  enough  evidence  to 
bring  murder  charges  against  others 
who  may  have  been  involved  in  the  inci¬ 
dent. 

Rim  said  that  the  Cambodian  com¬ 
munity  believes  that  some  people  in  Fall 
River  have  been  supportive  of  the  Cam¬ 
bodians.  "The  mayor  was  very  suppor¬ 
tive,"  he  said,  referring  to  Mayor  John 
Mitchell.  "At  least  right  now  we  know 
there  are  some  people  on  our  side." 

"He’s  always  been  a  decent  and 
honorable  guy  toward  Cambodians," 
said  Irene  Pinsonneault,  administrator 
of  the  Cambodian  Community,  refer¬ 
ring  to  the  city’s  mayor. 

According  to  Pinsonneault,  the  inci¬ 
dent  occurred  at  the  Watuppa  Heights 
city  housing  project.  A  Cambodian 
family  was  having  a  cookout  near 
another  non-Asian  family.  Throughout 
the  day  the  non-Asians  regularly  made 
racial  comments  and  jokes  about  the 
Cambodians,  according  to  the  family. 
They  were  disturbed  enough  by  them  to 
eventually  move  their  own  gathering 
into  the  house. 

In  the  evening,  Sam  Nang  Nhem,  21, 
went  to  a  dumpster  near  their  apartment 
where  a  fight  was  taking  place  between 
a  group  of  people.  She  said  that  Harold 
Latour  allegedly  started  an  altercation 
with  Nhem,  blocking  his  path  and  asking 
him  to  demonstrate  for  him  some  karate 
moves.  Latour  allegedly  hit  him  in  the

Fashion  Designer  Nong 


For  clothing  designer  Nong  Tum- 
sutipong,  women’s  clothing  shouldn’t  be 
afraid  to  emphasize  what  sets  women 
apart  from  men. 

"My  philosophy  is  to  capture  the 
femininity  of  the  woman,"  says  Nong, 
who  generally  uses  only  her  first  name. 
"In  the  90s  we  sometimes  forget  our 
feminine  beauty.  We  have  to  work,  earn 
a  living.  We  forget  that  softness  in 
woman." 

Her  clothes  have  "a  lot  of  angles"  and 
"a  lot  of  soft  curves...!  try  to  capture  the 


softness  of  those  curves,"  says  the 
Thailand-born  designer  whom  Boston 
Magazine  recently  named  the  city’s  top 
avant-garde  clothing  designer. 

Nong  believes  that  when  women 
started  to  work  in  offices  they  thought 
their  work  attire  should  be  similar  to 
that  of  the  men  already  working  there. 
That,  she  says,  was  a  mistake,  because 
men  and  women  have  different  shaped 
bodies.

Tufts  Reveals  Updated 
Chinatown  Mas  ter  Plan 


Tufts  University  presented  its  20- 
year  master  plan  to  the  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council  last  month  as  a 
first  step  in  seeking  approval  to  build 
three  new  buildings  in  Chinatown. 

Although  the  broad  outlines  of  the 
university’s  proposal  were  presented  to 
the  Council  as  early  as  1989,  the  plan 
presented  by  Tufts  officials  last  month 
was  more  detailed  and  comprehensive. 

In  its  initial  reaction  to  the  proposal, 
which  includes  the  construction  of  three 
new  buildings  and  the  redesign  of 
another,  the  Neighborhood  Council 
asked  Tufts  officials  to  develop  a  com¬ 
munity  benefits  package  similar  to  the 
kind  the  New  England  Medical  Center 
presented  to  the  Council  in  negotiating 
approval  of  its  own  massive  1-C  facility, 
which  is  currently  under  construction. 

Like  the  Medical  Center,  the  univer¬ 
sity  is  assuming  that  the  community  will 
accept  its  massive  expansion  plan  be¬ 
cause  it  is  offering  Chinatown  benefits  - 
in  this  case  the  Posner  building  and 
space  for  the  YMCA  in  one  of  its  new 
buildings. 

The  Tufts  plan  offers  the  YMCA  a 
total  of  23,000  square  feet  of  space  and 
sets  aside  43,000  square  feet  of  space  for 
a  "Chinatown  Social  Service  Center." 
There  would  also  be  6,000  square  feet  in 
,Posner  Hall  for  community  meeting 
rooms  to  be  shared  with  Tufts.  The 
proposal  also  has  15,000  square  feet  of 
retail  space  that  the  community  would 
also  have  access  to. 


The  Tufts  plan  will  require  the  use  of 
most  of  the  land  available  for  develop¬ 
ment  -  some  owned  by  the  university, 
some  by  the  city  -  in  the  district  of 
Chinatown  below  Kneeland  Street.  Also, 
the  transfer  of  Posner  Hall  would  not 
take  place  until  Tufts  builds  new  space 
to  replace  it. 

Under  development  for  the  last  three 
years,  the  Tufts  plan  includes  721,000 
gross  square  feet  of  new  research,  teach¬ 
ing  and  support  space.  Tufts  officials 
claim  the  plan  would  create  600  new 
permanent  jobs  and  about  2,000  con¬ 
struction  jobs,  though  how  many  actual 
residents  of  Chinatown  or  Asians  would 
receive  jobs  as  a  result  of  the  develop¬ 
ment  would  be  far  fewer. 

The  plan  will  provide  new  research 
and  academic  space  for  the  university’s 
School  of  Medicine,  Dental  Medicine, 
Biomedical  Sciences,  Veterinary 
Medicine  and  Nutrition. 

The  project  will  be  built  in  three 
phases  on  land  Tufts  owns  between  Har¬ 
rison  Avenue  and  Tyler  Street  and  on 
land  it  hopes  to  acquire  from  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority. 

The  Tufts  plan  calls  for  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  two  buildings  on  101,906  square 
feet  of  university-owned  land  from 
Kneeland  street  to  Oak  Street,  between 
Harrison  Avenue  and  Tyler  Street,  and 
7,557  square  feet  of  BRA-owned  land  - 
known  as  Parcel  P-2  -  between  Harrison

face  and  Nhem  fell  to  the  ground  uncon¬ 
scious.  Nhem  died  from  his  injuries  on 
Monday  morning.  Soeung  was  not 
seriously  injured. 

The  defendants  have  been  charged 
with  hate  crimes  because  the  attack  was 
allegedly  motivated  by  racial  animus.

Avenue  and  Tyler  Streets. 

A  third  new  university  building 
would  be  constructed  on  a  19,331 
square-foot  parcel  on  which  the  South 
Cove  YMCA  and  several  vacant  build¬ 
ings  are  currently  located  on  Tyler 
Street  and  adjacent  to  75  Kneeland 
Street. 

The  final  component  of  the  plan  calls 
for  the  refurbishment  or  reconstruction 
of  Tufts ’s  existing  M&  V  Complex  on  the 
block  bounded  by  Harvard  Street,  Tyler 
Street,  and  Harrison  Avenue. 

Phase  1  of  the  project  would  be  built 
between  1994  and  1997  on  land  adjacent 
to  Posner  Hall  called  "Mid-Posner"; 
Phase  2  -  to  be  built  from  2002  to  2007  - 
includes  construction  of  a  new  building 
on  a  site  bounded  by  Mid-Posner,  Har¬ 
vard  Street,  Tyler  Street  and  Harrison 
Avenue  called  "North  Posner,"  and  a 
second  building  on  the  R-l  site  where 
the  YMCA  is  currently  located;  and 
Phase  3  calls  for  the  reconstruction  of 
the  M&V  building  from  2007  to  2012. 

The  Mid-Posner  building  would  be 
125  feet  high  with  an  FAR  of  6;  the 
North  Posner  building  would  also  rise 
125  feet  but  with  an  FAR  of  8.  The 
building  on  the  R-l  site  where  the 
YMCA  is  currently  located  would  be 
200  feet  high  with  an  FAR  of  14.  The 
M&V  complex  would  rise  three  floors 
higher  than  the  current  structure  to  170 
feet  with  an  FAR  of  11. 

In  order  to  acquire  the  BRA  land, 
Tufts  is  proposing  to  exchange  Posner 
Hall  on  Harrison  Avenue  for  BRA  par¬ 
cels  P-2  and  R-l.  The  Chinatown  com¬ 
munity  and  the  YMCA  -  which  would  be 
relocated  from  its  present  site  -  would 
eventually  be  given  Posner  Hall  once  the 
university  finishes  construction  of  re¬ 
placement  buildings.  As  part  of  its 
proposal,  the  university  plans  to  give  the 
YMCA  a  new  space  in  the  lower  floors 
of  its  new  "Mid-Posner"  building  and  in 
the  basement  and  first  floor  areas  of 
Posner  Hall.  Other  community  benefits 
would  include  $3.1  million  in  housing 
linkage  and  $633,000  in  jobs  linkage. 

Following  the  Tufts  presentation, 
one  Council  member,  Rev.  Hugh  O’¬ 
Regan,  who  is  also  the  pastor  of  St. 
James  the  Greater  Church  on  Harrison 
Avenue,  expressed  concern  about  the 
size  of  the  university  project  and  sug¬ 
gested  that  it  would  encroach  upon  St. 
James  Church,  which  is  already  enclosed 
by  university  buildings.  "I  see  several 
things  here  that  may  be  a  problem,"  said

Pinsonneault  alleged  that  racial  slurs 
were  made  at  the  time  of  the  attack.  A 
hate  crime  occurs  when  a  person’s  civil 
rights  are  violated  because  of  his  race, 
religion,  or  sexual  preference. 

The  arrest  of  only  one  person  for 
murder  in  the  case  is  "a  sore  spot  with 
the  community,"  said  Pinsonneault,  "be¬ 
cause  it  means  that  four  or  five  people 
got  away  with  murder." 

She  said  seven  Cambodian  families 


Fr.  O’Regan,  who  added  that  he  was 
concerned  about  the  height  of  the  M&V 
building  as  well  as  bridges  to  be  built 
over  the  street  to  connect  university 
buildings.  "I’m  beginning  to  get  an  awful 
lot  of  claustrophobia,"  he  added. 

Davis  Woo,  the  Neighborhood 
Council’s  executive  director,  suggested 
that  two  Council  committees  should  be 
formed  to  work  on  the  Tufts  plan,  one 
of  which  would  work  with  the  hospital 
on  YMCA  issues  and  a  second  to  handle 
community  benefits.  Woo  suggested 
that  YMCA  officials  and  officials  of  the 
Chinese  Consolidated  Benevolent  As¬ 
sociation  -  which  in  the  past  had  been 
viewed  as  a  developer  of  the  site  for  the 
community  -  should  discuss  the  issue. 

While  one  Tufts  official  said  that  of¬ 
fering  the  community  Posner  Hall  and 
additional  space  for  the  YMCA  were 
substantial  benefits,  Woo  said  the  in¬ 
stitution  should  keep  in  mind  that  it’s 
relationship  with  the  community  in  the 
past  has  not  always  been  a  good  one  and 
that  it  should  offer  a  formal  benefits 
proposal  to  make  its  plan  more  attrac¬ 
tive  to  the  community.  "There’s  got  to  be 
a  benefits  package  tied  to  approval  of 
your  Master  Plan,"  he  said.

way  the  man  would  put  on  a  suit.  They 
seemed  to  forget  that  feminine  side  of 
themselves.  A  woman  can  be  a  woman 
and  still  go  to  work,"  she  says. 

In  describing  her  clothing,  Nong  says 
it  tends  to  hug  the  waist  and  accentuate 
the  shape  of  the  body.  They  have  a  flow 
of  line  that’s  striking  and  attractive. 
Also,  she  adds,  she  leans  toward  earth 
colors  like  brick  or  the  brown  of  fall 
leaves,  though  she  also  wants  to  experi¬ 
ment  more  with  brighter  colors.  "People 
are  sometimes  afraid  to  extend  their 
wardrobe  into  colors,"  she  says,  explain¬ 
ing  that  New  Englanders  tend  to  be  a 
little  conservative  and  lean  toward 
darker  colors  perhaps  because  of  the 
climate.  Nong  uses  natural  fibers  such  as 
wool,  linen  and  chiffon  in  her  clothing. 

"Right  now  the  (American)  desig¬ 
ners  who  are  making  it  tend  to  be  a  little 
conservative,"  she  says,  adding  that 
Americans  tend  not  to  place  as  much 
emphasis  on  dressing  stylishly  as 
Europeans,  perhaps  because  they  are 
too  concerned  about  earning  money. 
Everything  must  happen  quickly  in 
America,  the  home  of  fast-food  and 
"Burger  King."  Europeans  push  fashion 
more  to  the  edge,  she  adds.

live  in  the  project  and  about  4,000  live 
in  Fall  River.  She  said  there  had  been 
violent  incidents  against  Cambodians  in 
the  past,  one  of  which  involved  a  Cam¬ 
bodian  youth  who  was  stabbed  to  death 
in  1988  while  being  taunted  with  racial 
slurs.  "Certainly  the  city  has  lots  of  room 
for  growth  in  this  area,"  she  said.  As  a 
result  of  the  incident  the  city  plans  to 
hire  a  Cambodian  liaison  and  now  has  a 
"zero  tolerance"  policy  regarding  racial 

Nong’s  clothing  includes  adven¬ 
turous  designs  developed  to  satisfy  her 
own  creativity,  and  others  made  for 
clients  that  can  be  worn  anywhere  but 
still  "have  a  twist  to  it"  that  signals  it’s  a 
Nong  design.  She  says  her  clients  in¬ 
clude  "club  kids  and  hairdressers,"  ar¬ 
tists  and  business  women.  "I  see  clothing 
in  terms  of  an  art  form,"  she  says,  adding 
that  the  price  range  of  her  clothing  is 
generally  from  $190  to  $350. 

Nong’s  interest  in  clothing  has  its 
roots  in  her  family.  Her  mother  was  a 
clothing  designer  in  Bangkok  and 
worked  for  the  British  designer  Laura 
Ashley.  "When  I  was  growing  up  I  used 
to  dress  up  all  the  time,"  she  says,  adding 
that  people  in  Bangkok  generally  enjoy 
dressing  up.  Although  she  suggests  that 
there  is  an  Asian  -  perhaps  Japanese  - 
influence  in  her  clothing,  she  says  she 
finds  it  hard  to  say  exactly  what  it  is, 
except  that  she  tends  to  design  her 
clothes  in  smaller  sizes.  "My  clothes  run 
pretty  petite,"  though  she  says  she  has 
larger  sizes  as  well. 

While  she  believes  that  more  Asian 
Americans  are  designing  clothes  behind 
the  scenes  in  the  US  these  days,  the  most 
successful  one  that  comes  to  mind  is 
Anna  Sui.  Like  others  in  the  Asian  com¬ 
munity,  she  has  also  noticed  that  there 
are  few  Asian  models  on  TV  and  in 
magazines  in  the  US,  despite  the  grow¬ 
ing  Asian  population.  She  believes  that 
part  of  it  is  the  size,  with  most  models 
being  taller  than  average.  "Asian  women 
seem  to  be  a  lot  more  petite,"  though  she 
suggests  that  there  could  be  other 
reasons  as  well  -  ones  that  involve  sales 
and  money.  She  says  she  tries  to  use 
Asian  women  in  her  own  shows. 

Nong  says  that  she’s  currently  look¬ 
ing  for  manufacturers  to  support  her 
line  of  clothing  so  that  she  can  produce 
it  in  larger  quantities.  Right  now,  she 
says,  she’s  getting  by  on  doing  custom 
work  for  clients,  cutting  and  stitching 
the  clothes  herself. 

Her  designs  start  with  the  idea.  "Im¬ 
ages  come  to  me,"  she  says.  Sometimes 
she  does  research;  sometimes  she  scans 
I  books  searching  for  interesting  images 
or  studies  the  shape  and  look  of  an 
animal;  sometimes  she’ll  simply  look  at 
the  way  a  shadow  is  cast  and  imagine  the 
shadow  with  dots  or  folds.  "Sometimes  I 
dream  about  it,"  she  says.  Still  other 
times,  a  customer  may  tell  her  generally 
what  she’s  looking  for  and  she’ll  use  that 
as  jumping-off  point  for  her  design. 

Nong  came  to  Massachusetts  when 
she  was  1 1  to  attend  the  Fay  School  in 
Southborough.  She  attended  high 
school  in  Hudson  and  went  on  to

Rim  said  he  believes  that  some  of  the 
racial  animosity  towards  Cambodians 
continues  to  be  a  result  of  the  Vietnam 
War  and  that  people  who  feel  this  way 
tend  to  lump  all  Asians  together.

Too  many  people  spend  their  lives 
doing  work  they  don’t  really  enjoy,  she 
says,  adding  that  she  doesn’t  want  to  be 
one  of  them.  "I’d  rather  do  something  I 
love  and  make  a  living  doing  it,"  she  says.

Questions  Raised  About  Council  Decision 


The  Chinatown/South  Cove 
Neighborhood  Council  voted 
last  week  to  divide  job  training 
funds  between  programs  for 
youths  and  adults  with  the  inten¬ 
tion  of  allowing  four  community 
agencies  to  work  together  on  the 
programs  rather  than  granting 
all  of  the  money  to  one  of  them. 

Chau  Ming  Lee,  executive 
director  of  the  Asian  American 
Civic  Association  (AACA), 
which  specializes  in  such 
programs  and  has  a  long  history 
of  providing  such  training  in  the 
Asian  community,  said  that 
dividing  such  a  limited  amount 
of  money  among  agencies  would 
lead  to  an  inefficient  use  of  the 
funding.  He  said  not  every  agen¬ 
cy  in  the  community  has  ex¬ 
perience  running  such  programs 
and  suggested  that  the  com¬ 
munity  shouldn’t  create  situa¬ 
tions  in  which  agencies  are 
competing  against  each  other. 

"We  feel  we  are  the  only  agen¬ 
cy  that  has  the  training  back¬ 
ground,"  Lee  said  last  week, 
adding  that  each  community 
agency  has  its  particular 
strength.  He  said,  for  example, 
that  AACA  would  not  attempt 


to  address  housing  issues  be¬ 
cause  it  lacks  the  expertise  in  that 
field. 

Council  member  Lim  Yong, 
chairman  of  the  Neighborhood 
Council  Committee  handling 
the  matter,  said  the  proposals 
submitted  by  the  four  Chinatown 
agencies  were  all  good  ones  and 
that  it  was  difficult  to  determine 
which  of  them  was  the  best  one. 
Yong  suggested  that  one  option 
would  be  to  ask  the  four  agencies 
to  work  together  on  the 
proposals. 

Because  some  of  the  agencies 
applying  for  the  funding  serve 
youths  and  others  adults,  Yong 
suggested  that  having  the  agen¬ 
cies  work  together  would  ensure 
that  both  youths  and  adults  are 
adequately  served  by  the  fund¬ 
ing. 

The  New  England  Medical 
Center  contributed  the  $74,000 
in  job  training  funds  as  part  of  its 
1-C  project  benefits  package. 
The  money  is  meant  to  train 
about  20  people  for  jobs  in  the 
Medical  Center  and  would  be 
used  for  skill  training  and  oc¬ 
cupationally  specific  English. 

The  agencies  submitting 


proposals  included  the 
AACA,  the  South  Cove  YMCA, 
Asian  Youth  Essential  Services 
(YES)  and  the  Chinese 
Economic  Development  Coun¬ 
cil  (CEDC). 

Council  co-moderator 
Robert  Guen  said  that  the  youth 
in  the  community  have  been  "un¬ 
derserved"  and  that  agencies 
serving  youth  should  be  given  the 
chance  to  take  part  in  the  pro¬ 
gram. 

Lee,  however,  noted  that 
AACA  programs  also  train 
youths  who  have  left  school  and 
questioned  whether  such 
programs  would  be  appropriate 
for  youths  still  in  school.  Lee  also 
noted  that  an  outside  expert 
should  have  read  the  proposals 
to  choose  the  best  one  and  that 
the  Request-for  Proposal 
process  is  meant  to  find  which 
agency  can  best  do  a  program. 
"Do  they  (the  YMCA)  have  the 
curriculum  to  do  skill  training?" 
he  asked. 

He  said  at  the  Council  meet¬ 
ing  that  AACA  would  not  par¬ 
ticipate  ,if  the  money  were 
divided  among  the  agencies. 

"We  want  to  protest  the 
process."  said  Lee  last  week,  ad-

Group  Protests  Unpaid 
Garment  Workers’  Wages 


Over  50  college  student  and  com¬ 
munity  and  labor  activists  rallied  at 
Copley  Place  on  Oct.  30  as  part  of  a 
National  Day  of  Solidarity  targeting  Jes¬ 
sica  McClintock,  Inc.,  a  designer  dress 
label  and  chain  of  bridal  boutiques. 

The  protesters  highlighted  the  plight 
of  12  Chinese  garment  workers  in  San 
Francisco  who  were  left  without  $  15,000 
in  back  pay  when  their  shop,  a  Jessica 
McClintock  contractor,  went  bankrupt. 
Working  with  the  community-based 
Asian  Immigrant  Women  Advocates 
(AIWA)  in  the  Bay  area,  the  women 
decided  to  go  directly  to  Jessica  Mc¬ 
Clintock  to  seek  compensation.  Jessica 
McClintock  executives  have  denied  ac¬ 
countability  for  the  workers’  wages.  In 
response,  AIWA  launched  a  national 
boycott  and  day  of  solidarity  targeting 
Jessica  McClintock. 

Despite  the  rain,  protesters  leafletted 
entrances  to  the  store  and  the  shopping 
mall  and  held  banners  at  the  corner  of 
Dartmouth  and  Stuart  Streets.  The 
crowd  of  mostly  college  students  lis¬ 


tened  to  remarks  by  Hoon  Lee,  student 
coordinator  of  the  event,  Jerry  Fishbein 
of  the  International  Ladies’  Garment 
Workers  Union  and  a  union  member 
from  Lawrence,  and  Lydia  Lowe  of  the 
Chinese  Progressive  Association. 

A  highlight  of  the  rally  was  a  state¬ 
ment  from  the  Standard  Peking  Ravioli 
workers,  who  are  currently  filing  for 
back  wages  of  over  $40,000  owed  them 
by  former  owner  and  manager  Jadinna 
Chin.  "Our  situation  is  the  same  as  the 
garment  workers  in  San  Francisco,"  said 
Wai  Kwan  Ko,  speaking  for  the  group. 
"That’s  why  we  are  here  to  support  the 
garment  workers  and  to  ask  you  to  sup¬ 
port  us  in  our  fight  as  well." 

Protesters  then  went  into  the  mall 
but  were  prevented  from  entering  the 
Jessica  McClintock  boutique  by  security 
guards.  As  they  pointed  at  dresses  in  the 
window  in  a  kind  of  impromptu  teach- 
in,  store  representatives  stood  in  the 
doorway  flanked  by  mall  security.  "This 
has  nothing  to  do  with  us,”  said  a  sales¬ 
woman,  who  declined  to  be  identified. 


ding  that  the  Neighborhood 
Council  should  have  looked 
more  carefully  into  the  matter  to 
understand  better  what’s  in¬ 
volved  in  running  a  program.  He 
suggested  that  the  Neighbor¬ 
hood  Council  "has  to  set  an  ex¬ 
ample"  and  shouldn’t  be 
controlled  by  the  special  inter¬ 
ests  of  its  members. 

Also  arguing  against  dividing 
the  money  and  voting  against  it 
was  Council  member  Joan  Cho- 
Sik. 

"For  all  of  us  it’s  a  learning 
process,"  said  Yong  of  the 
committee’s  work  on  the  issue. 


He  pointed  out  that  dividing  the 
money  would  make  it  possible 
for  community  agencies  to  work 
together  on  the  program. 

Last  week  Yong  said  that 
YES  and  the  YMCA  have  agreed 
to  work  together  on  a  training 

proposal  but  that  AACA  and 
CEDC  have  yet  to  tell  the  com¬ 
mittee  what  they  plan  to  do. 

Lee  said  last  week  he  must 
discuss  the  matter  further  with 
the  AACA  board  before  decid¬ 
ing  whether  AACA  will  par¬ 
ticipate  in  the  program.

A  Long  Awaited  Family  Reunion

After  spending  12  years  divided  and 
living  on  three  different  continents,  the 
Tran  family,  formerly  of  Saigon,  with 
distant  roots  in  China,  is  together  again. 
Gathered  around  a  smoky  outdoor  grill 
in  a  secluded  backyard  in  Randolph,  the 
Trans  today  are  celebrating  the  good 
fortune  of  their  long-awaited  family 
reunion. 

Although  time  has  wrought  changes 
in  each  of  them,  they  have  nevertheless 
managed  to  maintain  a  strong  belief  in 
the  importance  of  preserving  the  family. 
And  while  they  now  speak  four  lan¬ 
guages  and  eat  food  that  sometimes 
blends  Eastern  and  Western  influences, 
their  essential  values  -  rooted  in  their 
native  culture  -  remain  intact. 

It  was  the  aftermath  of  the  Vietnam 
War,  when  the  communists  gained  con¬ 
trol  of  South  Vietnam  in  1975,  that  led 
to  the  fragmentation  of  the  nine-mem¬ 
ber  family.  Dissatisfied  with  life  under  a 
communist  regime  and  reluctant  to  fight 
a  battle  in  Cambodia  they  didn’t  con¬ 
sider  their  own,  the  family’s  older 
children  arranged  to  escape  by  boat 
from  their  homeland. 

Binh  and  Tim  Tran  managed  to  get  to 
the  US  and  several  sisters  and  brothers, 
along  with  a  niece  and  nephew,  escaped 
to  France.  Remaining  behind  in  Saigon 
were  their  parents  and  a  younger 


brother  and  sister.  Last  spring,  then- 
father,  brother  and  sister  finally  im¬ 
migrated  to  Boston  under  the  Orderly 
Departure  Program. 

Binh  Tran,  a  counselor  at  the  Asian 
American  Civic  Association  in  Boston’s 
Chinatown,  still  recalls  vividly  the  day  he 
and  his  brother  Tim  left  home  in 
December  1981.  He  was  working  in  his 
family’s  Saigon  wholesale  food  store 
when  a  man  arrived  in  the  afternoon  to 
speak  with  his  father.  He  told  him  that 
he  would  pick  up  his  two  sons  that  night. 
For  the  rest  of  the  day,  says  Binh,  he  was 
unable  to  keep  still,  unable  to  stop 
thinking.  Twenty  years  old  at  the  time, 
he  wanted  to  go  to  America  because  he 
believed  that  communism  offered  poor 
prospects  for  a  good  life  and  an  almost 
certain  death  as  a  soldier  fighting  in 
Cambodia. 

At  about  two  or  three  o’clock  in  the 
morning  the  man  who  spoke  with  their 
father  came  to  the  house  to  take  them  to 
the  boat.  "I  talked  to  my  mother,"  he 
says.  "We  didn’t  talk  much."  Binh  didn’t 
know  that  it  would  be  the  last  time  he 
would  see  her  alive.  Moved  from  place 
to  place  and  hiding  to  escape  detection, 
the  brothers  eventually  found  themsel¬ 
ves  adrift  in  a  boat  with  29  others  on  the 
South  China  Sea. 

In  the  course  of  their  journey, 
"pirates"  took  their  money  and  jewelry. 


and  raped  the  women  passengers;  theft- 
food  ran  out  and  they  nearly  starved  to 
death.  Before  their  journey  had  ended,  a 
woman  and  her  husband  dove  into  the 
sea,  too  disheartened  to  continue.  They 
were  all  so  hungry  they  couldn’t  open 
their  eyes,  Binh  recalls.  "To  tell  you  the 
truth  I  just  wanted  to  die.  I  could  not  live 
anymore.  I  just  prayed  to  die."  As  chance 
would  have  it,  they  were  picked  up  by  a 
passing  ship.  After  two  years  in  refugee 
camps  in  Malaysia  and  Indonesia,  Binh 
and  Tim  were  accepted  by  the  US  as 
refugees  and  came  to  Boston  in  1983. 
Once  in  the  US,  they  again  had  to  strug¬ 
gle  -  this  time  with  a  new  language  and 
culture. 

Like  other  Vietnamese  who  left  their 
homeland  during  that  turbulent  time, 
Binh  and  Tim  Tran  have  had  to  work 
hard  to  make  new  lives  for  themselves  in 
the  US.  Much  of  their  effort  was  also 
focussed  on  reuniting  their  family.  The 
brothers  worked  several  jobs  -  day  and 
night  -  to  save  money  to  buy  a  house  in 
preparation  for  the  day  when  the  family 
would  be  together  again.  This  year  their 
hopes  were  realized  when  their  father 
and  siblings  arrived  in  Boston  from 
Vietnam  and  family  members  living  in 
France  came  here  to  visit. 

Reunited  at  last,  they  find  that  time 
has  brought  subtle  changes  to  the  family 
dynamic.  The  youngest  family  members 


-  for  example,  the  nephews  who  have 
grown  up  in  France  -  struggle  at  times  to 
understand  the  Vietnamese  language  of 
their  elders.  Sometimes  three  different 
languages  were  being  spoken  in  the 
house  last  summer.  Moreover,  they  have 
each  in  their  own  way  been  subtly  al¬ 
tered  by  their  adopted  countries.

Some  of  the  changes  were  quite  ordi¬ 
nary.  Living  together  again  this  past 
summer,  they  discovered  that  their 
eating  habits  were  no  longer  always  the

same.  While  the  youngest  brother  and 
sister  who  recently  arrived  in  the  US 
from  Vietnam  eat  only  Vietnamese 
food,  Tim  and  Binh  have  picked  up  some 
American  eating  habits. 

"I  can’t  eat  like  that  anymore,"  says 
Tim,  a  technician  at  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital,  referring  to  his 
younger  brother’s  rice-congee  and  salty- 
egg  breakfast.  "It’s  not  going  to  fill  me 
up...I  try  to  make  him  do  the  American 
way.  We  eat  eggs  and  bagels."  Nor,  he 
adds,  can  he  eat  like  his  sister  from 
France,  where  "everyone  is  on  a  diet." 

Binh  notes  that  his  brother  Hiep 
Tran  has  picked  up  various  French 
habits,  including  wishing  them  all  *bon 
appetit’  before  dinner  begins.  Hiep,  for 
example,  has  told  him  he  should  eat 
more  slowly  and  that  dinner  time  should 
last  several  hours.  Binh,  however,  finds 
this  inconvenient,  saying  that  life  in 
America  moves  too  quickly  to  spend  so 
much  time  eating. 

Binh  says  his  younger  brother  has 
also  been  influenced  by  the  French  in 
other  ways.  Hiep,  for  example,  tends  to 
pay  much  attention  to  his  appearance, 
combing  his  hair  repeatedly  to  ensure 
that  every  hair  is  in  place.  Americans, 
however,  tend  not  to  spend  so  much 
time  on  dress  and  appearance,  says 
Binh. 

Binh  also  feels  that  he  has  changed 
since  his  arrival  in  America.  For  one 
thing,  he  has  come  to  think  more  for 
himself  and  finds  that  he  doesn’t  like  to 
be  controlled  too  much  by  his  family 
now.  He  says  he  can  no  longer  simply 
take  what  his  elders  say  on  blind  faith, 
but  can  only  accept  their  guidance  if  it 
seems  reasonable  to  him.  In  Vietnam, 
younger  people  traditionally  heed  the 
words  of  their  elders  solely  because  of 
their  position  in  the  family,  he  explains. 

At  the  same  time,  he  says  his  family 
remains  his  greatest  worry  and  finds 
himself  especially  concerned  about  his 
younger  brother  and  sister,  who  have 
recently  arrived  from  Vietnam.  His  ad¬ 
vice,  however,  has  a  distinctly  American 
flavor.  "I  tell  them  that  they  have  to  build 
the  bridge  by  themselves  - 1  cannot  build 
the  bridge  for  them,"  he  says. 

Hiep  Tran  finds  that  Binh’s  concern 
for  the  family  has  actually  deepened 
since  their  early  days  together  in  Viet¬ 
nam,  perhaps  because  he  has  passed  so 
much  time  living  alone  in  a  strange 
country  without  his  family  nearby. 
Binh’s  love  and  care  for  the  family  is 
stronger  now,  he  says.  "When  he  was 
young  he  didn’t  care.  Now  he  thinks 
that’s  all  he  has  left  -  brothers  and 
sisters.  He’s  not  going  to  let  that  go 
away."

The  siblings  have  also  had  the  chance 
to  compare  notes  on  their  respective 
countries.  They  have  each  at  times  had 
to  bear  the  sting  of  discrimination.  "It’s 
the  same  in  both  countries,"  says  Binh. 
But  in  many  ways  life  in  Europe  and 

America  are  different  for  Vietnamese 
immigrants. 

The  French  relatives  say  that  France 
is  a  more  formal  country,  with  people 
there  putting  more  effort  into  dressing 
well  and  following  specific  rules  of  social 
behavior.  Americans,  they  say,  are  more 
casual,  both  in  their  dress  and  in  their 
social  interactions.  They  also  note  that 
Americans  are  heavier  than  the  French, 
apparently,  they  conclude,  because  of 
the  kind  of  food  they  eat. 

Anh  Ngoc  Tran,  who  lives  in  France 
now,  believes  that  the  passage  of  time 
and  the  influence  of  new  cultures  has 
indeed  had  an  influence  on  the  family. 
As  the  family’s  eldest  sister,  she  had 
grown  accustomed  in  the  past  to  guiding 
her  younger  brothers.  Now  she  finds 
they  are  no  longer  as  eager  to  accept  her 
advice.  In  Vietnam,  she  says,  the  good  of 
the  whole  family  was  the  overriding  con¬ 
cern  of  family  members,  but  in  America 
attention  is  also  given  to  the  needs  of  the 
individual. 

"I  think  my  brother  is  like  an 
American  now,"  she  says  of  Binh.  In 
America,  she  explains,  people  value 
their  privacy  and  independence.  "When 
we  were  in  our  country  everybody 
depended  on  everybody  else,"  she  says. 
But  in  America  "no  one  depends  on 
anybody.  They  have  to  depend  on  them¬ 
selves." 

In  some  ways,  says  Anh,  France  is 
more  like  Vietnam  than  America  is,  per¬ 
haps  because  the  French  don’t  place  as 
much  emphasis  on  independence  and 
self-reliance.  At  the  same  time,  though, 
she  finds  that  "America  is  very  easy"  and 
"casual,"  compared  to  France’s  more 
formal,  European  style. 

She  thinks  too  that  Americans  have 
been  more  generous  with  the  help 
they’ve  offered  to  Vietnamese  refugees. 
In  America,  Vietnamese  have  been 
helped  with  language  and  job  services, 
she  says.  But  in  France  they  must  quickly 
learn  to  fend  for  themselves.  "In 
America  they  come  very  close  to  the 
Vietnamese  people,  to  take  care  of 
them,"  she  says,  but  in  France  the  Viet¬ 
namese  are  more  on  their  own. 

Although  she  must  now  return  to 
France,  where  she  wants  her  children  to 


finish  their  schooling,  she  suggests  that 
she  would  perhaps  also  like  to  stay  in 
America  so  that  she  could  be  close  to  her 
widowed  father.  "I’d  like  to  be  together 
with  my  family,  with  my  father  because 
he  is  very  old,"  she  says.  "He  needs  our 
help."  Hiep,  on  the  other  hand,  is  eager 
to  return  to  France,  suggesting  that  he 
finds  it  difficult  to  communicate  easily 
with  Americans. 

Their  father,  Dau  Tran,  also  some¬ 
times  feels  out  of  place  in  America.  On 
a  blustery  March  night,  he  arrived  at 
Logan  airport  from  Saigon.  Though  he 
still  misses  Vietnam  and  sometimes 
wants  to  return,  he  is  consoled  by  the 
thought  that  the  family  is  together  again 
and  that  his  sons  have  worked  hard  and 
made  a  better  life  for  themselves  here. 
Though  he  often  worried  about  them 
after  they  left  Vietnam,  he  also  thought 
they  would  have  a  better  future  outside 


while  he  guided  them  through  their 
youthful  years  in  Vietnam,  they  must 
now  guide  him  through  the  perplexities 
of  American  life.  "I  am  an  old  man  now," 
he  says.  "It’s  not  like  before.  I  talk,  but  I 
can’t  have  power  anymore." 

Like  many  Vietnamese  who  have 
come  to  this  country,  Tran  is  an  ethnic 
Chinese.  He  was  born  in  China  and  went 
to  Vietnam  as  a  boy  to  seek  a  better  life. 
"I  worked  so  hard  (in  Vietnam),"  he  says. 
But  all  of  that  has  been  lost.  "Now  it’s 
just  the  family.. .now  the  family  is  like  a 
piece  of  gold." 

Athough  his  father  often  feels  im¬ 
prisoned  by  the  language  and  cultural 
obstacles  he  faces  here,  Tim  Tran 
believes  his  father  still  finds  joy  in  seeing 
the  family  together  again.  His  one  regret 
is  that  their  mother,  who  died  in  Saigon 
in  1985,  couldn’t  be  here  with  them.  He 
often  says:  "‘I  wish  your  mother  was  still

their  homeland.  If  the  communists  want 
something,  he  says  bitterly,  they  just 
take  it,  whether  it  belongs  to  them  or 
not. 

Like  his  eldest  daughter,  he  sees  the 
changes  that  America  has  wrought  in  his 
son  Binh.  "He  is  half  American  and  half 
Vietnamese,"  he  says.  "He  can’t  be  all 
Vietnamese  because  he  wants  his 
freedom."  Athough  he  still  shows  con¬ 
cern  for  his  sons  -  sometimes  he  still 
waits  up  for  them  at  night  -  he  recog¬ 
nizes  that  much  has  changed  since  they 
left  home  12  years  ago.  For  one  thing, 


here  to  see  our  family  together  today,’  or 
‘I  never  believed  the  family  would  be 
together  like  this  after  12  years,’"  says 
Tim.  "That  was  my  dad’s  dream  for  a 
long  long  time.  He  said  he  prayed  all 
along  just  to  have  the  family  together 
like  this  again." 

Sometimes,  he  says,  his  father  doesn’t 
want  to  eat  dinner  but  is  happy  just  "to 
sit  down  with  the  family"  and  be  with 
them  while  they  eat.  He  says,  "I’m  so 
happy  when  we  are  together  like  this. 
Take  a  good  picture  so  you’ll  remember 
me  like  this  with  our  family."

Thoughts  on  the  Recent  Mayoral  Election

It  is  encouraging  to  see  that 
the  Asian  community  has 
focussed  on  this  week’s  mayoral 
election.  From  the  articles  in  the 
newspapers  to  the  talk  on  the 
street  and  the  number  of  cam¬ 
paign  signs  on  buildings  and 
storefronts,  it’s  clear  that  people 
are  interested  in  the  political 
process.  Although  different  can¬ 
didates  are  being  supported,  the 
process  has  been  positive  and 
healthy  for  our  community. 

Some  people  have  referred  to 
this  election  as  a  competition  be¬ 
tween  the  different  factions  in 
our  community  -  between  the 
Chins  and  the  Wongs,  or  be¬ 
tween  the  old  guard  or  "village 
chiefs"  and  the  new  generation  of 
leaders.  For  me,  however,  this 
election  is  only  about  the  can¬ 
didate  who  will  best  serve  our 
community.  I  welcome  participa¬ 
tion.  Even  though  we  may  not 
agree  on  the  same  candidate,  we 
are  seeking  a  common  goal  -  to 
improve  our  community. 

Thirty  years  ago,  a  small 
group  of  us  got  involved  in  the 
political  process  and  went  door 
to  door  in  Chinatown,  the  South 
End,  and  even  in  Allston- 


Brighton.  We  made  a  commit¬ 
ment  to  deliver  2000  votes  and 
we  were  successful.  As  a  result, 
our  community  was  able  to  get 
the  Chinatown  gate  built,  funds 
for  the  construction  of  Quincy 
Community  School,  the  Golden 
Age  Center,  and  the  Chinese 
Consolidated  Benevolent  As¬ 
sociation  headquarters  on  Tyler 
Street.  English  as  a  second  lan¬ 
guage  classes,  daycare  and  after 
school  programs  were  also  in¬ 
itiated. 


Back  then  there  were  many 
obstacles  to  getting  out  the  vote, 
including  language  problems, 
lack  of  political  tradition,  and 
apathy  rooted  in  a  system  tradi¬ 
tionally  ruled  by  the  majority. 
Today  the  task  is  even  harder. 
The  non-voting  Asian  group 
now  consists  not  only  of  newly 
arrived  immigrants,  but  also  of 
first,  second  and  third  genera¬ 
tion  Asian  Americans.  It  is  dif¬ 
ficult  to  figure  out  why  our  young 
people,  who  are  educated  and 


professional,  do  not  participate 
in  a  process  that  will  benefit  our 
community. 

Their  attitude  is  even  more 
alarming.  During  my  participa¬ 
tion  in  voter  registration  drives 
starting  in  the  spring,  I  found 
that  the  elder  members  of  our 
community  would  at  least  com¬ 
ment  on  or  acknowledge  our  ex¬ 
istence  when  we  approached 
them.  But  the  younger  people 
often  walked  away  or  pretended 
that  they  don’t  hear  us.  As  a 
result,  our  efforts  had  to  be 
doubled  to  include  more  mail¬ 
ings,  more  phone  calls  and  house 
visits,  and  more  assistance  to  get 
voters  to  the  polls. 

This  week’s  election  was  im¬ 
portant  for  two  reasons:  It  repre¬ 
sents  the  first  time  in  many  years 
that  the  city  has  an  opportunity 
to  have  real  change;  and  it’s  also 
the  first  time  that  the  Asian  com¬ 
munity  will  have  a  real  voice  in 
City  Hall.  For  the  many  years 
that  I  have  worked  in  City  Hall,  I 
have  never  witnessed  anyone 
reach  out  to  our  community  as 
Tom  Menino  has. 

On  the  day  he  became  acting 
mayor,  he  brought  along  with 
him  Nancy  Lo,  a  Chinese 
American,  as  his  policy  advisor. 


It’s  the  first  time  an  Asian 
American  has  been  included 
within  the  mayor’s  inner  circle. 
Within  two  weeks,  he  also  en¬ 
sured  that  12  slots  would  be  set 
aside  for  Asian  Americans  in  the 
next  police  class.  Having  more 
Asian  officers  on  the  city  police 
force  had  been  a  point  of  conten¬ 
tion  between  the  Asian  com¬ 
munity  and  the  previous 
administration  for  years.  When 
Tom  Menino  says  that  his  ad¬ 
ministration  will  reflect  the  city’s 
diversity,  I  truly  believe  him. 
Tom  Menino  has  also  helped 
homeowners  and  restaurant 
owners  by  curbing  the  rise  in 
water  rates,  supported  com¬ 
munity  policing,  and  provided 
capital  funds  for  the  South  Cove 
Community  Health  Center.  I 
worked  the  polls  last  Tuesday 
and  encouraged  everyone  to 
come  out  to  vote.  My  only  wish 
was  that  the  best  candidate 
would  win.

Conference  on  Asian  Agenda

Back  in  the  fall  of  1991,  the 
Asian  American  community 
took  a  giant  step  forward.  An  un¬ 
precedented  conference  brought 
together  150  people  repre¬ 
senting  the  various  Asian 
American  ethnic  communities. 
The  purpose:  to  formulate  an 
Asian  American  agenda. 

The  organizers  were  a  group 
of  community  leaders  who  saw  a 
need  to  define  and  take  action  on 
common  issues  as  a  way  to  unify 
and  empower  the  community. 
Some  of  the  participants  in  this 
Coalition  for  an  Asian  American 
Agenda  included  the  Asian 
American  Resource  Workshop, 
the  Chinese  Progressive  As¬ 
sociation,  Pilipino  Americans  of 
New  England,  and  the  Viet¬ 
namese  American  Civic  Associa¬ 
tion. 

Resolutions  for  community 
action  in  the  areas  of  education, 
political  empowerment,  civil 
rights,  economic  development, 


and  others  were  formulated  by 
attendees.  As  progress  continues 
to  be  made  in  these  areas,  and  as 
the  community  continues  to 
grow  and  diversify,  the  Coalition 
recognizes  that  it  remains  criti¬ 
cal  for  the  community  to 
strengthen  its  unity. 

On  November  10,  1993  from 
9  am  to  1  pm,  the  Coalition  will 
hold  a  mini-conference  at 
UMass/Boston  for  communities 
to  present  issues  and  projects 
which  are  current  priorities 
within  their  organizations.  Fol¬ 
lowing  the  community  presenta¬ 
tions,  a  discussion  will  be  held  to 
determine  how  coalition-build¬ 
ing  can  help  to  address  priority 
issues  which  organizations  and 
communities  have  in  common. 

New  Coalition  members 
reflect  the  diversity  of  today’s 
Asian  American  community.  Or¬ 
ganizations  such  as  the  Laotian 
American  Organization,  Korean 
Americans  for  Progressive  Ac¬ 
tion,  and  the  India  Association 


of  Greater  Boston  have  recently 
committed  to  participate  in  the 
agenda  process. 

While  the  1991  conference 
was  planned  and  carried  out  by 
volunteers  from  the  Coalition, 
the  November  event  has  beer 
handled  by  interns  from  tht 
Leadership  Training  Project,  z 
six-month  program  sponsored  bj 
the  Asian  American  Resource 
Workshop  designed  to  fostei 
community  leadership  skills 
The  interns  have  contacted 
potential  participants,  organized 
community  meetings,  and  re¬ 
searched/compiled  data  on 
Asian  American  communities 
for  use  at  the  mini-conference. 

The  Nov.  10  mini-conference 
is  another  step  in  the  agenda 
process  begun  two  years  ago.  An 
action  plan  will  be  formulated  so 
that  Asian  American  com¬ 
munities  can  continue  working 
toward  unity  and  empowerment.

An  Award-Winning  Film  From  China 


These  are  heady  days  for 
Chinese  films.  Anyone  taking  a 
quick  look  at  the  marquees  on 
Harvard  Square  theaters  will  be 
met  with  the  titles  of  an  array  of 
films  with  Chinese  themes,  in¬ 
cluding  "The  Joy  Luck  Club" 
based  on  the  Amy  Tan  novel; 
"The  Wedding  Banquet"  by 
Taiwan-born  director  Ang  Lee; 
"M.  Butterfly"  based  on  a  play  by 
David  Henry  Hwang;  and 
"Farewell  My  Concubine,"  win¬ 
ner  of  the  Best  Picture  award  at 
the  1993  Cannes  Film  Festival. 

Directed  by  mainalnd 
Chinese  director  Chen  Kaige, 
"Farewell  My  Concubine"  is  the 
most  impressive  film  of  the 
group  and  the  kind  of  film  that 
should  make  American  audien¬ 
ces  aware  of  the  sheer  skill  and 
beauty  to  be  found  in  contem¬ 
porary  films  from  mainland 
China.  On  just  about  every  level 
the  film  shines,  from  cinematog¬ 
raphy  to  acting,  from  character 
development  to  the  realistic 
portrayal  of  recent  Chinese  his¬ 
tory. 

A  director  whose  previous 
films  included  "The  Big  Parade" 
and  "Life  on  a  String,"  both  of 
which  had  high  aspirations  but 
which  suffered  from  a  lack  of 
focus,  Kaige,  in  "Farewell  My 
Concubine,"  has  finally  honed 
his  skills  and  made  a  film  that  is 
as  good  as  anything  to  come  out 
of  China  in  recent  years. 

This  epic  film  tells  the  story  of 
two  Peking  opera  stars  from 
their  days  as  students  in  a  harshly 
disciplined  opera  school  early  in 
the  century  to  their  final  days 
together  at  the  dawn  of  the

reform  era  of  the  late  1970s. 
Renowned  for  their  perfor¬ 
mance  in  the  famous  Peking 
opera  "Farewell  My  Concubine," 
Cheng  Dieyi  (played  by  Hong 
Kong  singer  and  actor  Leslie 
Cheung)  is  cast  in  the  female  role 
as  a  king’s  concubine  and  Duan 
Xiaolou  (played  by  Zhang  Fen¬ 
gyi)  is  the  king  of  Chu. 

The  frail  child  of  a  prostitute, 
Dieyi  is  protected  by  Xiaolou 
from  the  taunts  of  his  classmates. 
Because  of  his  frailty  he  is  cast  in 
female  roles,  all  of  which  are 
taken  by  men.  Early  on  the  line 
between  art  and  reality  and  male 
and  female  become  obscured  for 
the  young  Dieyi. 

As  their  fame  grows,  the  two 
performers  inevitably  find  them¬ 
selves  ensnared  in  the  web  of 
Chinese  politics.  Though  their 
primary  interest  is  the  perfection 
of  their  art,  they  find  themselves 


face  to  face  with  the  flux  of  a 

tumultuous  20th  century 
Chinese  history. 

Their  first  entanglement  in 
politics  comes  with  the  invasion 
of  the  Japanese,  who  invite  Dieyi 
to  sing  for  them.  But  with  the 
defeat  of  the  Japanese,  Dieyi  is 
condemned  by  the  Nationalist 
for  his  relationship  with  the 
Japanese.  And  when  the  com¬ 
munists  arrive  and  the  Cultural 
Revolution  takes  hold  of  China’s 
youth,  Xiaolou  is  driven  to 
betray  his  friend  Dieyi,  who  is 
attacked  for  his  alleged 
homosexuality  and  decadent 
ways. 

The  Cultural  Revolution  is  a 
period  in  which  their  traditional 
style  of  opera  is  also  attacked. 
The  young  performers  argue  that 
the  costumes  should  reflect  the 
life  of  the  working  people,  while 
Dieyi  says  they  should  reflect 


beauty  itself. 

For  Dieyi,  life  and  art  have 
become  indistinguishable,  so 
much  so  that  the  role  he  plays  in 
the  opera  is  carried  over  into  his 
personal  relationship  with 
Xiaolou.  When  Xiaolou  marries 
Juxian,  a  beautiful  prostitute 
played  by  Gong  Li,  Dieyi  turns 
madly  jealous,  refusing  to  accept 
his  friend’s  relationship  with  a 
woman. 

Although  "Farewell  My  Con¬ 
cubine"  deftly  explores  the 
relationship  between  art,  politics 
and  ideology  in  20th  century 
China,  the  film’s  most  emotional 
moments  revolve  around  the 
issue  of  betrayal  and  how 
friendship  can  be  denied  under 
stress.  In  the  end  Xiaolou  betrays 
Dieyi,  while  Dieyi  -  resentful  of 
Xiaolou’s  wife  for  coming  be¬ 
tween  him  and  his  friend  - 
betrays  Juxian  to  his  inter¬ 
rogators. 

Brilliantly  photographed  by 
Gu  Changwei  and  edited  by  Pei 
Xiaonan,  "Farewell  My  Con¬ 
cubine"  is  visually  mesmerizing. 
Scenes  are  photographed  close- 
up  to  capture  both  motion  and 
emotion.  Unlike  their  American 
counterparts,  Chinese  directors 
generally  pay  more  attention  to 
creating  striking  imagery,  using 
it  to  develop  the  tone  and  texture 
of  the  story.  This  film  contains 
many  dazzling  scenes  and  transi¬ 
tions. 

One  noteworty  instance  of  the 
film’s  painterly  qualities  is  a 
scene  in  which  a  burning  red 
opera  costume  fades  into  a  quiet 
natural  scene  bathed  in  greenish. 


hazy  light.  And  the  Cultural 
Revolution  segments  in  which 
Red  Guards  attack  and  inter¬ 
rogate  the  singers  behind  a  haze 
of  heat  and  fire  are  perhaps  the 
most  realistic  to  ever  be  put  on 
film. 

It’s  not  surprising  that 
Chinese  censors  originally 
banned  the  film.  The  film’s 
depiction  of  homosexuality  -  still 
a  strictly  taboo  subject  in  China 
-  as  well  as  its  depiction  of  the 
Cultural  Revolution  and  the 
Communist  Party  were  certain  to 
be  controversial.  Especially  dis¬ 
concerting  to  the  authorities 
may  have  been  the  film’s  ending, 
which  suggests  that  China’s  fu¬ 
ture  under  the  new  phase  of 
Communist  rule  doesn’t  offer 
much  hope.  The  film,  however,  is 
again  being  shown  in  China,  al¬ 
beit  in  a  censored  version. 

"Farewell  My  Concubine"  is  a 
strongly  emotional  film,  though 
in  an  understated  way.  It  never 
tries  to  manipulate  the  viewer. 
The  film’s  emotional  undercur¬ 
rent  is  effective  because  it’s 
rooted  in  the  characters’  situa¬ 
tions  and  relationships. 

In  "Farewell  My  Concubine," 
director  Chen  Kaige  has  created 
a  film  that  succeeds  on  many 
levels,  unlike  most  of  the  feeble 
pictures  shown  in  America  these 
days  that  often  rely  for  their  ef¬ 
fect  on  pointless  violence  and 
undeveloped  characters.

Fong  Named 

Ambassador 

California  Secretary  of  State 
March  Fong  Eu  has  been  tapped 
by  the  Clinton  Administration  to 
become  the  next  US  ambassador 
to  Micronesia.  The  71 -year-old 
Eu,  who  has  held  her  current 
position  since  1974,  is  expected 
to  be  confirmed  by  the  Senate. 

House,  Office  Bombed 

Molotov  cocktails  were 
thrown  through  the  window  of 
the  Japanese  American  Citizens 
League’s  Sacramento  Office  and 
into  the  home  of  a  Sacramento 
Chinese  official  last  month.  The 
JACL  bomb  destroyed  the  office, 
while  Sacramento  city  Council¬ 
man  Jimmy  Yee’s  home  sus¬ 
tained  damage  to  an  outside  wall. 
It  appears  to  be  the  third  and 
fourth  racially  motivated  bomb¬ 
ing  in  the  Sacramento  area  in 
recent  months. 

A  group  calling  itself  the 
Aryan  Liberation  Front  called  a 
local  television  station  claiming 
responsibility  for  the  JACL 
bombing  and  an  earlier  bombing 
of  the  Sacramento  NAACP  of¬ 
fice.
